No. 3(30)/67/C//J/. — ^The selling prices of caustic soda 
and a^ed Items viz. chlorine, hydrochloric acid and stable 
bleaching powder were decontrol!^ in December, 1963. After 
the decontrol, the industry increased the selling prices of all 
varieties of caustic soda from time to timCj and by Novem- 
ber, 1966, there were three increases, first in Janu!ary, 1964; 
second in November, 1965 and the third in October, 1966 on 
the ground that the costs of production bad gone up since the 
decontroL In the circumstances of the case, it was consi- 
dered necessary to ascertain through the agency of the Tariff 
Commission whether there was aaequate justification for the 
increases. The Tariff Commi ssion was accQr dincIv.^iMuestcd' 
under Section 12 fa) of The Tariff Cdmrnission Act. 195 T to 
enquire into the cost stnictiire of the caustic soda industry, 
as a whole, and suggest fair selling prices for caustic soda 
(all varieties), chlorine (liquid and gas), hydrochloric acid 
and bleaching powder and also consider tlie possibility of 
laying down a formula for automatic revision of selling prices 
based on the variations In the costs of production and suggest 
a formula if considered possible. The Commission has sub- 
mitted its Report. Its main recommendations are as 
follows ; — 

(1) The fair selling price ex-works of caustic lye (100% 

, NaOH content) may be fixed at Rs. 780 per tonne. 

(2) The fair selling price cx-works of solid caustic soda 
(pure) comes to Rs. 940 per tonne. For caustic 
soda, of technical grade, the fair selling price as 
derived would be Rs. 900 per tonne. 

(3) The fair selling price ex-works for caustic soda 
flakes of technical grade comes to Rs. 980 per tonne, 
the price for higher purity to be adjusted suitably. 

(4) No selling prices need bo fixed for chlorine gas, 
liquid chionne and hydrochloric acid. 

(5) The fair selling prices for stable blc'acblng powder 
in packings of 100 kgs., 50 kgs., 25 kgs., 12.5kgs„ 
3 kgs., 1,5 kgs., and 0.5 kgs. work out to Rs. 87,55, 
Rs. 45.90, Rs. 27.5.5, Rs. 15.45, Rs. 5.10, Rs. 3.00 
and Rs 1.60 respectively. 

(6) With effect from the date they are brought into 
force, the fair scllinf^ prices for caustic s<xla (all 
varieties) and bleaching powder suggested may con- 
tinue for a period of tlirec years subj‘ect to the con- 
dition in (7) below, 

(7) It is not possible to lay down a workable formula 
for automatic revision of selling prices based on 
variations in the cost of important mw materials 
and power for various reasons. It is, however, 

suggested that should there be any substantial In- 
crease in the cosU of production during the price 
period, duo to factors beyond the control of the 
industry such as increase in the price of salt, mer- 
cury and graphite and in the rates of electricity or 
railway freight, the mdustry may approach Govern- 
ment for revision of the selling prices. 

(8) Government may examine the question of licensing 
of atl^hlional capacity of chlorino which wiU deve- 
lop as a result of the capacity sanctioned for caustic 
soda, in keeping with the policy that may bo worked 
out for its utilisation. 

(9) The Installation of small package units of ammonia 
by largo scale alkali and caustic soda manufacturers 
may be encouraged for the manufacture of ammonia 
and ultimately that of ammonium chloride, 

(tO) No further licences bo given till the existing units fn 
the caustic soda industry come up to the economic 
size. New licences, if any, be issued for economic 
size units only, whether independent or captive. 

(11) Not only are the power rates different from State to 
State hut tliese are also discriminatory even in the 
same State from unit to unit and even for different 
plants of the same unit. Such disparities should 
bo removed. 

(12) Government mav give consideration to the needs of 
the chcmicnl industry in the matter of rates of elec- 
tricity duty and take such steps as they may consi- 
der advisable to bring about not only unifoimitv in 


rates but also in the surcharges and the duties 
levied. 

(13) Imj^rts of mercury should be so arranged that it is 
available to the producers of caustic soda at as 
favourable terms as possible and that the large units 
which are willing to do so may be aUow^ to import 
it directly. 

(14) The railways should develop additional capacity of 
tank wagons for the tranijport of caustic soda lyo in 
order that the expenditure on converting it into solid 
is avoided and until such wagons are provided, 
modify tbeir rules so that plastic sheet bags com- 
mensurate with the degree of safety needed for their 
transport are acceptable for carriage. 

(15) Exports may be encouraged with adequate incentives 
to efficient and economic units only, so that the 
country may not have to bear the unnecessary burden 
of subsidising exports for long. 

Ooverument have given careful consideration to the recom- 
mendations (1) to (3). (5) and (6) relating to selling prices. 
Having regard to the facts that the production has cau^t up 
with the demand and that prevailing market prices, which 
arc not uniform correspond more or loss to the fair selling 
prices recommended by the Commission, Geyvemment consi- 
der that at this stage, it is not necessary to control the prices 
and that the situation be Watched. 

Government have taken note of the recommendations (4), 
(7), (8), (9), (10), (13), (14) and (15). 

Attention of the State Governments is drawn to recom- 
mendations (II) and (12) for suitable action,

(b) Best E^ucatiomlf Instructional Fil/n 

Cash prize of Rs. 5.000 to the Producer and Rs. 2,000 to 
the Director^ and a medal to each. 
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'<c) Best Social Documentation Film 

(dealing with a contemporary problem) 

Cash prize of Rs. 5,000 to the Producer and Rs. 2,000 to 
the Ehroclor and a medal to each. 

(d) Best Promotion Film (Two Awards) 

(i) for the best commercial promotion film (advertise- 
ment); and 

(ii) for the best non-commercial film (family planning, 
agriculture practices etc.) 

Medals for both the categories. 

HI. Special Short Fjlms CatJ’COry 

(a) Best Experimental Film 

Cash prize of Rs, 5,000 to the Producer and Rs. 2,000 to 
the Director and a medal to each. 

(b) Best Animatiofi Film 

Cash prize of Ks, 5,000 to the Producer and Rs. 2,000 to 
the Director and a medal to each. 

B. REGIONAL AWARDS 

A Silver medal for the best feature film in each regional 
langnage to the Director and cash award of Rs. 5,000 to the 
Producer in each case. 

ExpJemation 

The term ‘producer', ‘director', ‘cameraman*, ‘actor*, 
‘actress’, ‘playback singer’, ‘music director', ‘screen-play writer/ 
‘script writer , used in these Rules will be construed as refer- 
ring to the ‘producer’, ‘director’, ‘cameraman*, ‘actor’, ^actress', 
‘playback singer’, music director*, ‘screen-play wrlter/script 
writer’, as the case may be, as given in thir credit titlw of the 
film duly certified by the Central Board of Film Censors. 

4. Government may, at its discretion, give the cash prize in 
the form of National Defence Certificates and Defence Depo- 
sit Certificates or any other similar certificates issued by I he 
Government of India. 

5. All Indian films certified for public exhibition by the 
Central Board of Film Censors in the preceding c^alendar year 
will bo eligible for entry. A declaration to that effect shall 
be made by the producer or any other duly authorised person 
in the form contained in, the schedule hereto annexed. 

Provided that a film will be entered for awards only in one 
of the categories mentioned under Rule 3 viz, best feature 
film, best children’s film, best information film, be^t educa- 
tional /instructional film, best social documentation film, b(Nst 
promotion film, best experimental film and best animation 
film. 

6. (1) Every application for entry in respect of a feature 
film and commercial promotion film (advertisement) shall be 
m'ade on the form contained in the Schedule to these Rules 
and be accompanied by an entry fee of Rs. 100 and Rs. 50 
respectively, which shall not be refundable, 

(2) Each entrant will submit, at his cost, to such Regional 
Olfio^r of the Central Board of Film Censors or to any other 
authority as- may be specified : 

(i) ii print of the film us certified by the Central Board 
of Film Censors; and 

(ii) a copy of the synopsia, together with an English or 
Hindi rendering thereof and a copy of the songs, if 
any, together with their free translation in English 
or Hindi. 

13) The entrant of a film selected for viewing by the Cen- 
fral Committee will submit, at Ifis cost, the required number 
of copies of the detailed dialogue. 6 stills, script in English 
or Hindi as well as publicity material relating thereto, in addi- 
tion to the print and 15 copies of the synopsis of the film. 

(4) The decision of the Government of India whether a 
filnr is eligible to be entered for the Awards and whether any 
film is a feature film, children’s film, information film, educa- 
tional /instnictional film, social documenfntion film, promo- 
tion film, experimental film or animation film for the purpose 
of entry for the Awards, will be final. 

f5) A film which is a dubbed version, retake Or an adap- 
tation of a film which has already won a State/Nafional 
Award instituted by the Central Government will not be 
eligible for entry. 


(6) The producer of a film made in more than one lan- 
guage version, may enter only one of the versions of that 
film. 

(7) The maximum length of a children’s fllni for the piir- 
pose of entry for the Awards shall be 3,400 metres in 35 nmi 
or 1.360 metres in 16 mm, 

(8) Hie last date of entry may bo relaxed at the discre- 
tion of the Government of India in exceptional cases. 

7. All transport costs on the consignment and return of tlic 
films and publicity material will be payable by the entrant. 

8. All films will be submitted at the owner’s risk and while 
the Government will take every reasonable care of the films 
submitted, it cannot accept responsibility for loss or damage 
lo the film while in its possession. 

9. There will be a Primary Committee consisting of npt 
more than 5 members, including the Chairman, appointed by 
Government for each of the languages indicated belosy 

Assamese, Bengali, English, Gujarati , Hindi (including 

Urdu and Hindustani and connected dialects^ like Bhoj- 

puri, Rajasthani MaithiU), Kannada, Kashmiri, Malaya- 

lam, Marathi (including Konkaui), Oriya, Punjabi. 

Sindhi, Tamil and Telugu, 

Jf the number of entries in a particular language is not more 
than -3, no Primary Committee for that language will he 
constituled and such entries will be viewed direct by tlie 
Regional Committee concerned. The members including the 
Chairman of the Primary Committees will be nominated by 
Government and will consist of persons distinguished in the 
fields of art or literature who are qualified to judge the 
aesthetic and technical standard of the films. 

10. Each Primary Committee will recommend in order of 
merit no lo three fcatiii-c films in the categories mentioned 
under Rule 3.A.l(a). They will also recoirunend a film 

for excellence in direction, excellence in cincmatojgraphy nnd 
best screen-play and suggest films, not exceeding one In each 
case, which include best actor, best actress, best playb.'tck 
singer and best music director, for consideration by tn© 
Regional Commitlee, 

11. The following Regional Committees appointed by the 
Government will examine feature films recommended by the 
Primary Committees a.s well as films recommended Ip the 
categories under Rules 3.A.L(b) to (b). They wUl also ex ly 
mine films in the languages in which ihe number* of entries 
not more than, three : — 

(i) Regional Committee at Bombay— Hindi (including 
Urdu, Hindustani, and connected dialects lik© Bhoj- 
puri, Raiasthani and Mailhili), Marathi (including 
Konkani), Punjabi, Kashmiri, Guiarati, Sindhl and 
English. 

(ii) Regional Committee at Calcutta — ^Bengali, Assamesft 
and Oriya. 

(iii) Regional Committee at Madras— Tamil, Telugu, 
Kannada and Malavalam. 

12. Each Regional Committee will be composed of: 

(a) A Chairman, nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than 6 persons disiinguishctl in the fields 
of film appreciation, art or literature, nominated by 
Government. (Care will be taken to ensure that all 
the languages of the regions are represented in ihc 
selection of these persons), 

(c) Persons not exceeding three, qualified to iudge tech- 
nical standard, prcsepitation, direction and treatment 
values of films, nominated bv Government from a 
panel of names representing the industry. 

13. The Regional Committee will recommend in order of 
merit not more than three feature films In the category under 
Rule .3A.I.(a). In addition, they will also recommend one 
film each entitled for the award for excellence In direction, 
excellence in cinematography and also nominate best actor, 
best actress, best playback, singer, best music dinector and 
best screen-play \vTitcr/script writer for consideration bv the 
Central Commitlee for olMndla Awards. The.sc recommen- . 
diitions will he. made Irrespective of the languages of tlie 
film, 

14. (1) Tlie Regional Committee will also recommend to 
the Central Government a feature film in each language fOf* 
regional awards. 
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(2) In case a film recommended for regional award is also 
recommended for all-India award, the Regional Committee in 
that event, will recommend two films in order of merit for 
regional award. 

15. The children’s fibns and educational/ instructional films 
entered for tiie awards will be initially examined by t))e 
Children’s and Educational Films Committee appointed by the 
Government, with membership not exceeding five including 
Chairman. This Committee will recommend to the Central 
Committee in order of merit, 3 children’s films and 3 Voca- 
tional & instnictional films respectively for the declaration of 
final awards by the Central Committee. 

16. Entrie.s under the categories of Information Films 
(documentary); Social Documentation Films (dealing with a 
contemporary problem); Promotion Films of both catego- 
ries; Experimental Films and Animation Filmsi will be inb 
tialJy examined by a Special Committee appointed by the 
Government with membership not exceed iii^t 5 including 
Chairman. The Committee will recommend to the Central 
Committee, in order of merit, up to 3 Information Films 
(documentary); 3 Social Documentation Films; 3 Promotion 
Films of both categories and 3 each in Experimental Films 
and Animation Films. 

17. The Central Committee will be composed of 

(a) A Chairman nominated by the Government. 

(b) Not more than six distinguished persons in the 
fields of film appreciation, art or literature nomina- 
ted by Government. 

(c) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge 
presentation, direction and treatment values oi' 
films, nominated by Government from a panel of 
names representing the industry, 

18. Notwithstanding anything contained in Rules 12 and 
17 Government may co-opt on the Central or a Rendon a! 
Committee such number of additional members as may, in its 
opinion, be considered necessary to ensure adequate availabi- 
lity of members knowing each language in which films are to 
be adjudged. Further nothing contained in Rules 15 and 16 
shall preclude co-option of an additional member or members 
with specialised background to 'assist the Children’s and 
Educational Films Committee and Special Committee. The 
members so co-opted shall have all the rights of an ordinary 
member, 

19. The membership of the Central, Regional, Primary, 
Children’s and Educational Films and Special Committees 
will be honorary but members may be allowed such travelling 
and conveyance allowances as may be sanctioned by Govern- 
ment from time to time. 

20. The Central Committee and the Regional Committee 
will have the power to call for any film not recommended by 
the Regional Committees or the Primary Committees as the 
also may be. for re-examination and consider such filin(s) 
for an all-India or a Regional Award. 

21. The Central Committee will consider the recommen- 
dations of the Regional Committees, Children’s and Educa- 
tional Films Committee and Special Committee and submit 
its recommendations to the Central Government in respect of 
the all-India Awards mentioned in Rule 3. 

22. The Primary Committees, the Regional Committees, 
the Children’s and Educational Films Committee, the Special 
Committee and the Central Committee may determine their 
own procedure for the examination of films. 

23. The quorum of the Primary Committees, the Regirmal 
Committees, the Educational and Children’s Films Com- 
mittee, the Special Comniittee and the Central Committee 
shall not be less than half the number of members Including 
tho co-o<ofed members. 

24. Nothing contained herein shall be construed as restrict- 
ing the discretion of a Primary Committee, a Regional Com- 
mittee, a Children’s and Educational Films Committee, Spe- 
cial Committee or the Central Committee from making a re- 
commendation that none of the films in a particular langiiage 
Or category or that none of the screen-play writer, director, 
cameraman, actor, actress, playback singer, music director, of 
the feature films examined by a Primary Committee or ft 
Regional Committee or the Central Committee is of a stan- 
dard adequate for an Award, 

25. The Central Government will decide the all-India and 
the Regional Awards after considering the recommendations 
siihmilted by the Central Committee and the Regional Com- 
mittees as the case may be. 


26, The Primary Committees, the Regional Committees, 
the Children’s and Educational Films Committee, the S^xccial 
Committee and the Central Committee will examine films at 
such place and time os may be considered feasible. 

27, Government shall be entitled to retain without pay- 
ment the print of the film entered for the Awards and which 
receives an Award in the form of a medal, plaque and/or 
cash. 

28, The Awards will be made annually at a function for 
ihe presentation of the Awards which will bo held at such 
place and on such date as Government may determine. 

29, Canvassing in any form in respect of an entry will 
render that entry liable to be disqualified. Any member of 
the Central Committee, the Children’s and Educational Films 
Committee, the Special Committee, the Regional Committees 
or the Prirnary Committees found caiwassing for a particular 
film is liable to be disqualified for membership of the Com- 
mittees, 

30, if the producer and director of an award-winning film 
happen to be the same person and eligible for award in both 
capacities, he will be given an award cither as a producer or 
a director and not bolii. 

31, The decisions of the Government of India in respect of 
the awards) and of interpretation of these Rules shall be final 
and no appeal shall lie against them, 

32, A person who participates in tlic National Awards for 
Films under these Rules shall be deemed to have accepted 
these Rules,
